Sometimes it is wise to 
borrow, but oftener it is not. At 
Berea hiiiion in fwr and tothosewho 
are iu the common school grades 
books are loaned free. About the 
only things that cost are Iward aud 
room rent aud these are as low as 
they can be made to cover expenses. 

In these go d times any enterpris- 
ing youth ought to be able in a short 
time to lay up enough to pay necessary 
bills for twoor three terms in advance 
Most Berea students earn something 
in term time. Those who wish to do 
so must apply for work and take 
whatever the College can furnish. 

Lastly it is an excellent plan to 
start at the beginning of the year. 
Everything is in your favor at the 
opening. Later on it ia harder to get 
into liue. It will pay to sacrifice 
something to start at the first. 

TO THOSE WHO ABE TE ACH IN. * . 

All the grades of the Normal De- 
partment except the first year begin 
in December, with the opening of the 
wiuter term. That is your time to 
enter. If you know a boy or girl, 
who ought to enter in September, en- 
courage them to do so and bt> ready 
to come yourself and bring others 
when your school closes. 

Every teacher, who induces worthy 
students to secure for themselves the 
benefits of an education, is a benefac 
tor to the world.

THE FARMER'S COURSE OF 
STUDY 

Nothing that Berea offers to the 
young people of the South has receiv- 
ed more careful thought than this two 
year course of study for farmers, and 
this has been for three very importaut 
reasons. 

The first is that the region of coun- 
try Berea is specially seeking to bene 
fit is more than anything else an 
agricultural region, a region in which 
the produce of the soil will always l.e 
the great dt«|>endence of the people 
for support and wealth. 

This produce may be iu the form 
of field crops as corn and oats; gar 
den crops, so important to the com- 
fort aud health of every family; fruits, 
as apples, peaches, grapes aud berries, 
the possibilities in producing which 
have only been hinted at so far; Bud 
timber, which few people in Kentucky 
have ever thought of as a crop, 
though the money that the timber 
has brought into Eastern Kentucky 
and the other portions of the great 
Appalachian Region has beeu more 



than that from any other product of 
the soil. 

Timber trees are no less a soil crop 
because they take loug years to grow 
to perfection and because the crop 
being harvested now was > free gift 
produced without the aid of mau. If 
there is to be a timl>er crop for the 
next generations to harvest it muat 
have aa much thought and care as 
corn or apples. 

The second reason for a farmer's 
course of study grows out of the first. 

In this great region of agricultural 
possibilities, more of the boys and 
girls of to day will get their liviug in 
the future from these soil crops than 
from any other source. 

That ia that while some school 
teachers will be needed, some mer- 
chants, carpenters, blacksmiths aud 
wagou makers, aud a few lawyers, 
doctors and preachers, yet the great- 
est number of these bright boys grow- 
ing up to day will till the soil, raise 
live stock or fruits or manage timber 
tracts for this great crop that takes 
years to produce, and au equal num 



ber of the girls will be their help 



This number of those in agricul- 
tural pursuits will be far greater than 
those in all the other occupations I 
have uamed, aud this briugs me to 
my third and most important reason 
why Berea has provided a farmer's 
course, aud that is that the farmer, 
the fruit grower or the forester needs 
a special education for their particular 
businesj just as much as the doctor, 
the lawyer or the teacher does. It is 
a strauge thiug that this truth that 
would seem so self evident is one 
that the farmers themselves have 
been slow to receive, but it is a fact 
that they are waking up to day 
very rapidly. It is a fact, too, that iu 
the States where the great agricul- 
tural colleges, provided by the gift of 
our General Government, are crowded 
with farmers' sons aud daughters 
eager to learn all they can about the 
occupation they have chosen, training 
themselves to make the most of the 
farm life rather than to get away 
from it, here we find the most prosper 



will be taught how to nurse the I ck 
and to look after the garden and [ 
poultry yard, and will at the same 
time lie studying algebra and history 
and elocution and other things that 
will make her a capable, woman. 

But suppose she must make her 
own living and that soon, what 
chance can we offer herf 

Does she like to sew, then she 
ought to take our two years' course 
in dress making. A girl who entered 
the course last year writes that she 
has made five and six dollars a week 
this summer by her sewing. She is 
sure of a good living when she grad- 
uates next June. 

Does she like house work? Then 
she ought to take our two years' 
■ . ni- for bouse keepers. Such a 
pile of letters I have received this 
summer -letters from Wyoming and 
New York, from Chicago and Cin 
cinuati, from country homes and city 
homes all offering from three to five 
dollars a week for goal, honest cap 
able girls traiued in this course. 
There is a big chance in this line for 
more girls than we could possibly 
have room for. 

Now, honestly, don't we offer a 
letter chance here for your girls to 
get a thorough practical Christian 
educatiou than they can get auynhere 
else?

ous and contented farming com- 
munities. The reason for this is not 
far to seek. 

There is a Science of Agriculture as 
much as there is a Science of Medi- 
cine or of Engineering. The man in 
any profession, who is posted in the 
latest discoveries in his line of work, 
is the one to succeed. The past fifty 
j ears, even the past ten years, have 
witnessed very many and important 
discoveries in how to keep up the 
fertility of the soil, what crops should 
follow each other in order that each 
may do the beat; how to breed aud 
care for domestic animals iu ordei to 
make them most profitable, and a 
host of other similar topics. 

Our two years' farmer's course takes 
the student when he has finished the 
grammar schools and gives him the 
most of this agricultural know ledge 
aud training that is possible to crowd 
into two years' faithful work. There 
is not a day of it that he can afford to 
leave out. 

In the fall term which will soon 
open the classes take up a text lxxik 
called the Priccples of Agriculture, 
edited by Prof. Bailey, now the head 
of the great school (of agriculture of 
the State of New York. This dis 
cusses the character of the soil which 
must be the basis of all the farmers' 
success; how it is best tilled and kept 
up; what elements of the soil the dif- 
ferent crops need, and how these 
element* can be most economically 
supplied , the spe.ml 'real men I for 
soils of different natures and the 
tools and appliances the farmer needs 
for his work. Then the nature of the 
plants that make up the different 
crops is studied. How the plant 
grows and is nourished, what it nwsls 
of light and air and water as well as 
soil elements, and many such questions 
that will set the farmer's boy to 
thinking very busily w henever he sees 
a growing crop in the field. 

In the same way the nature and 
wants of the different breeds ot farm 
animals are studied, so that this one 
term introduces the student to the 
general principles of the whole field 
of Agriculture. In the termB that 
follow special topics of greateat im- 
portance are taken up and studied iu 
detail. The suoject of Horticulture 
is introduced in this fall term like- 
wise in the study of a text book call- 
ed the Principles of Plant Culture. 
How garden and fruit bearing plants 
are multiplied and grown; how to 
graft and bud, and why we do it. 
How all sorts of fruits and vegetables 
are given the best conditions for 
success and are best protected from 
enemies and disease, all make up a 
term's work that keep the student 
full of interest and enthusiasm, and 
prepare bim for the winter term of 
special study of the fruit-bearing 
plants and trees of the United States, 
and the spring term of vegetable 
gardening. A fine collection of books 
specially written on these various top- 
ics; hundreds of government bulletins 
help out the text books. The college 
farm aud vegetable gardens with all 
their stock, tools and machinery are 
the student's laboratory for the 
practice of all he learns in the classes. 
No paius is spared to make the whole 
courae practical and just what will 
help most to make the farm a success 
wheu the lessons are put in practice. 

Promising and bountiful crops are 
growing on college fields to day that 
were not considered worth fencing up 
aud tilling when this course of study 
was planned five year* ago. 

There are scores, yes hundreds of 
young people in Kentucky today 
who zould best prepare for their life 
work by entering on the Farmer's 
Course on the I6th of next Septemlier 
and sticking to it till they get 
diplomas in dune. 1905.

Defects in American 

History Instruction

N TEACHING Amcrieu history, we have been frothing 
an inverted pyramid We begin at the modern stages, and 
work backward. The consequence is that graduates of 
our grammar schools do not appreciate that our modern 
civilization is the outgrowth of all that has gone before, 
antl that WC are the heirs of all the ages. This explains 
in a measure why our voters are so careless in their use 
of the ballot, and why men seek so diligent I v to escape jurv 

sendee. They fail to realize that both these institutions 

have cost Centuries of thought and protest. 
A general survey of the world's hislorv might profitably bo added 
to the curriculum of the common schools. When American history i? 
tattght alone, and not in dm perspective, the average boy gets the idea 
that the creation took place in 1492, and he naturally thinks that we 
are "it." . — e. mmM .> . 

Another deject is the lack jf emphasis of the influence religion? 
questions have had iip ui our history. We rightly claim to lead Ihl 
world in freedom of religion. With us there is absolute divorce ol 
ehttfCfa and slate, but much t>f the ".sectionalism" of which we hear 
so often, is due to differ- n > s of religion in various parts of the coun- 
try. The south was settled bv cavaliers, and they brought with them 
rhf established Church of England. The north wa- settled by round- 
head.*, who fled from the iiitliictire of that very church. In the south 
existed a rla^s spirit; in the north a leveling spirit.

Apprentice Courses for Young Men 

Carpentry. A limited number of young men who can

plete the B Intermediate grade fifth in the Model 
Schools), may enter upon a two years' course in Car- 
■penta-y, giving half their time to shop-wirk and mechan- 
ical drawing, and the other half to su. h Model Schools 
studies as may be assigned by the principal. koung 
men advanced in this course receive pay lor such work 
as can be furnished. 

Those who complete the course in a satisfactory man- 
ner receive a certificate. 

Printing.- A limited number of young men who show 
profit iency in English (at least as far advanced as to 
complete the A Intermediate sixth grade) may enter up- 
on an apprentice course in Printing, receiving instruc- 
tion in type-setting, proof reading, making up forms, 
car.- of machinery, etc., and earning some compensation 
after the first few weeks. This work is carried on as an 
e xtra in most cases in connection with other studies, and 
no exact time can be set for attaining the proficiency 
Avhich will merit a certificate. 

Bookbinding. As Printing. 

Home Science Apprentice Coursss 

Young women who are at least so far advanced ia tho 
common branches as to complete the B Intermediate 
grade may . nter upon a two years' course in Home 
S. ianee, taking in addition to sewing, cooking and like 
subjet ts, «ich Model Schools studies as the principal may 
M ign. 

Those who complete this course in a satisfactory man- 
ner will receive a certificate. 

Nursing. — The Bcrea Genera! Hospital gives to sev- 
eral young women a two years' course of training as 
nurses. Applicants for admission to the first year, or 
probationers' class, must be mature young women, of 
good character and health, and without relatives depend- 
ent upon them who might interrupt their course of 
study. They must also have some education iu the 
common branches. 

Laundry. — A limited number of girls will be givca 
employment and instruction in laundry work in the Col- 
lege laundry. 

Farmers' Course— Agricultural 

For admission to this course one must have such 
ni.ist. ry of the common branches as is required for com- 
pleting the A Grammar (eighth grade) in the Model 
Schools, or its equivalent. 

This course gives the thorough education which an 
enterprising farmer needs at the present time, and those 
who complete it will be able to make more and enjoy 
more in farm life. It is a great shame to have our farms 
and stock produce so little, when by the application of 
skill and science the comfort and prosperity of our homes 
mmlit be so largely increased. 

The Institution has recently obtained twenty-five acres 
for garden use, three hundred and sixty-five acres for 
farming and three thousand acres for a forest preserve. 

The course imludes, in addition to the farm topics, 
Some other subjec ts like bookkeeping and civil law and 
government, which help to make a successful man and 
a uood citizen. 

Those who complete the course receive a diploma. 

Home Science Course 

Far admission one must have such mastery of tha 
common branches as is required for completing the A 
Grammar grade in the Model Schools, or its equivalent. 

Tins t otUTM gives the education which every woman 
need- nt the present time, and those who complete it 
will not only be able to get a certificate to teach school, 
but will be qualified for the more difficult and important 
business of housekeeping, and for that noblest wcrk o 
all, home-makitig. The value of the home, and the mak- 
ing of the country home life better and more attractive 
will be the two central thoughts in all tiu instructiou 
^icen in this department. 

Young women who graduate from the Home S ience 
Cour-c will be able to care for the sick, to draft and 
make their own garments, to cook a good meal contain 
ilag tho food elements in their proper proportions, to su- 
perintend intelligently the fruit and vegetable gardens, 
and to be successful managers of the poultry yard and 
dairy. The course also includes elocution and history, 
•allien every home maker needs. 

Those who complete the course will receive a diploma,
